New York futures closing 15 to 17 
points up on old and 15 to 22 
p o i n t s up on new contracts, whin* 
New Orleans closed 27 to 32 points 
up on old and 26 to 30 points up 
on new contracts. 
I lie advance 
was large in New Orleans owing 
to the fact that the Southern mar­ 
ket was closed Saturday, while the 
New York market was open and 
made a sharp advance.
